‘“* our country-man and fellow citizen 
makes in Dr. Mippieron’s Differtation concerning the 
origin of this art in England. But, good Mr. Bavius, 
is not the old man’s authority placed a little too high, 
when moft, if not all our Enghth Chronicles, are made 
to fubmir to his ; and a new /£ra is prefcribed to one of 
our kings by it? Dr. MippLeton maintains from him, 
p- 3- that Eowarn&V. was proclaimed in London at the 
end of 1459, according to our computation, on the 4th of 
March, and crowned about the Midjummer following (i. €. 
3460.) Is not Caxton, you'll fay, a good evidence of 
a faét that happened in his own time? May be fo: but 
the Dottor’s Difersation is even built upon the fuppofi- 
tion that the prefs was not infallible in thofe days : and 
might not m cccc xix, by an eafy tranfpofition, efcape 
inftead of mccccxixt1. I need not appeal to other 
contemporary hiftorians, where we are capable of produ- 
eing demonftration. The firft inftrument in Rymer, 





under Epwarp IV. begins thus. Memorandum, quod 


die Martis decimo die Martii anno regni regis Epwarpt 

imo. Now in the year 1460-1, the tenth of March 
fell on a tuefday ; byt in 1459-60, on a monday. I will 
venture therefore to vindicate the true reading of our 
old almanacks, and to exterminate a falfe one from Cax- 
ton’s Chronicle. 

But the Doétor raifes a triumph upon his great difco- 
very 5 and poor Eacuarp is fingled out to be lafhed for 
not reading this Céronic/:, or not making the fame ufe of 
gt with the Dottor. Mr. Eacnarn (lays he, p. 21.) 
at the end of Epwarv IV's reign, among the learned of 
that age mentions Wipttam Caxton as a writer of 
Englifh hiftory; but seems to doubt whether he was the 
fame with the printer of that name. Had be ever looked 
into Caxton’s books, the doubt bad been cleared ; or had 
be confulted bis Chronicle of England, which it is frange 
that Englifo biftorian could negle&t! he would have learnt 
at leaft to ix the beginning of that reign with more exad- 
nefs, as it is noted above, juft two years earlier than be 
bas placed it. Jui owe ycar the Dottor fhould have 
faid: Eacuarp fixing it, very right, Mar. 4, 1461, 
according to the common computation in thofe days (i. e 
1460-1.) the Doctor 1459 according to our computation 
(i. e. 1459-60.) But this gentleman feems refolv- 
ed to be at variance with that hiftorian as far as poffible. 
He gives us his doubts, but fo much the wortt fide of 
them, that it is but juft to let the hiftorian fpeak for 
himfelf. Jn this reign flourifoed Jonn Harvixe and 
Winpiam Caxton, both writers of the Englifh biftory. 
And that which now began to*ive mew encourazement to 
tearning, was the famous Art of Printing, which was firft 
Sound cut in Germany by Joun GUTTENBERGHEN about 





occafion various modern writers of chronology, from 
Josepu Scavicer, down to Apam LitTeTon ; and 
all I have yet met with make an Olympiad to confift, as 
the Doétor does, of no more than four years complete. 
There are fome paflages indeed among the Roman poets 
to the contrary ; who, out of a poetical liberty, have ex- 
tended the Olympiad to five years, the ufual term of 
their own Lufrum. But they have not been fuppofed to 
{peak with chronological exaétnefs, fince there are more 
exprefs authorities againit them : fo that the Doétor’s op!- 
nion here, and I like it never the worle, is the CoMMON 
one. But that the Roman Zufrum included only four 
years, is too fingular, I dare fay, for him to ftand by. 
It was ordinarily celebrated, as he fays, every fifth year, 
that is, the sth, the roth, 1sth, zoth, &c. but not in 
the fame manner, as he himéelf underitands the Olym- 
piad, the rft, sth, oth, 13th, 17th, 21ft, &c. the latter 
being a period of 4 years, the former of five.

[ Perceive by the Votes, that an act of parliament is 
now forming on the petition of the book-fellers and 
others, to hinder any furreptitious editions of books from 
being clandeftinely brought into the world, as has of late 
years been too frequent, in a moft mifera.le and maimed 
condition ; as if they had really been engaged in one cf 
the Battles of ihe books mentioned int the Tale of a Tubs 
or fome envious critic had on purpole endeavoured to 
turn the edge of the author’s wit, reafoning, and happy 
manner of expreflion, and to drefs him in a tooi’s coat 
of hisown making, in order to render him ridiculous 
tothe nextage. ‘The liberty of the prefs has often, in 
this refpect, been fhamefully abufed, whatever it has 
been in others; and fome fpeedy ttop ought to be put 
toit. And therefore, at the fame time that the legiflature 
are for redreffing the grievances of the authors, book- 
fellers, and printers; *tis to be hoped, that they will look 
farther, and confider of a proper method for relieving 
themfelves, and all the book-buyers, from the notorious 
impolitions, I had almoft fay’d, frauds, artifices, and oy- 
preflions of authors and book-fellers; whofe practices © 
of late years have been very injurious to the purcha- 
fer, upon every publication of a new edition of a 
book. 

For after fubfcribers have payed their money for their 
books, anda high price too, tor the encouragement of 
authors, and learning; in a little time, the authors, or 
book-fellers, or both together, fet their heads to work, 
and publifh new Propofa/s for reprinting the book, with 
alterations, additions, or notes, in a ditterent volume and 
character, and for half the price s and by that artifice, 
they render the firit edition almoit ufele(s, or however 
of little or no value. So that fome gentlemen, in order 
to have a Work complete, have, in 15 years time, been 
obliged to buy the iame book with the additions, &c.
